Dies at 82

APELDOORN, 
Netherlands 


(AP—Former Queen Wilhelmina 
of the Netherlands, the last of 
Europe's Victorian queens, died ir. 
her sleep at her Het Loo palace 
early today. She was 82. 


Queen for 50 years, she reigned 


through the zenith of the Dutch 
empire and exile during the Nazi 
occupation of her homeland. She 
abdicated in 1948 as Netherlands' 
rule in the East Indies neared its 
end. Her daughter Juliana be- 
came queen. 


The former queen had! suffered 


from diabetes and in recent weeks 
developed a heart condiiton. A 
medical bulletin said "despite a 
slight .improvement her condition 
took a turn for the worse yester- 
day"

independence. One of her last offi- 
cial acts was to declare Indonesia 
equal with the homeland under 
the crown. But this did not pre- 
vent the Indonesians from break- 
ing! away finally, setting up their 
own nation in 1949 and seizing all 
Dutch businesses in the dispute 
over New Guinea. 


In 1948, after celebrating her 


golden jubilee, the aging queen 
abdicated in favor of Juliana and 
went into retirement. So there 
would be no question as to who 
was queen, she took the title of 
Princess Wilhelmina. 


Born Aug. 31, 1880, Wilhelmina 


was the only child of King Wil- 
liam III of the royal house of 
Orange - Nassau 
and

king d!ied and her mother served

Jury Plans 
Probe of Spa 
Gambling 


FORT SMITH, Ark. (AP-The 


federal Grand Jury for the West- 
ern District of Arkansas will meet 
Dec. 11 to investigate gambling in 
Hot Springs night clubs. 


Subpoenas were served on sev- 


eral Hot Springs residents Tues- 
day, instructing them to appear 
at the special grand jury session 
to testify, on ihe matter., 


Reliable sources said some of 


he people subpoenaed were em- 
ploys of clubs. 


U.S. District Atty. Charles Con- 


way said the subpoenas were is- 
sueid! bull he woultf not give further 
information. 


The grand jury apparently will 


be checking to see if Hot Spring* 
gambling operations violate any of 
the three new federal gambling 
laws. 


Lone law prohibits transporting 


anything that is to be used for 
gambling across a state line. An- 
other prohibits crossing a state 
line or using the malls to "pro- 
mote, manage, establish or carry 
on" gambling in a state where 
gambling is illegal. It also pro- 
hibits crossing a state line or us- 
ing the mall to distribute winnngs. 


A third law eliminates the use! 


of racing wires for transmitting 
betting information across a state 
line!, but it' was not believed! that 
thei grand jury would be concerned 
with that in its Dec. 11 meeting. 


Hacing wires at Hot Springs 


were reportedly discontinued after 
he new law went into effect. 


Two cases involving Arkansas 


already have come to court under 
the new laws. Andrew S. Bass, 44, 
operator of a West Memphis night 
club, was convicted of causing six 
men to cross a state line to con- 
duct gambling games for him. 
The 
trial was in U., S.> District! 


Court in Jonesboro and Bass has 
appealed. 


In Moffett, Okla., several men 


were convicted in a gambling op- 
eration which drew operators from 
Fort Smith. . 


The rfot Springs Sentinel-Record 


reported Sunday that Hot Springs 
gamblers had set up a school to 
train local residents to run games 
so professionals would not have 
to be imported from other states.

Consolidation 
of Schools 
Discussed 


LITTLE ROCK (AP)—Educatior 


Commission Arch Ford said Tues- 
day 114 of the state's 417 school 
districts now have less students 
than the minmium cutoff for con- 
solidation under a 1948 initiated 
act. 


Ford appeared before the state 


Legislative Council to discuss 
department's request for a budget 
Of $63,03,035. 


The 1948 act required that any 


district with less than 350 students 
be consolidated. 
' "I'm not arguing for or against 
consolidation," he said. "But we 
have a real problem here. We 
have 114 districts which are small- 
er than what the people though! 
they were abolishing in 1948." 


• The Education Department does 
not plan to sponsor any school 
district reorganization program in 
the 1963 legislature, he said. 


The department's budget call! 


for an increase of about $6.5 mil- 
lion in state turnback aid to school 
districts, for a total of $47,092,000. 
It also calls for a $500,000 increase 
in funds to aid transportation, for 
a total of $6.5 million. 


The legislators 
questioned' a 


$100,000 budget item for adult ed 
ucation, with some saying they-did 
not think funds for that purpose 
should come 
from 
the public 


school fund. 


Gov. Orval E. Faubus had rec 


ommended allocation of $57,177,100 
to the department. The principle 
difference in Faubus' 'figure ana 
that of the department is a $6,5 
million item for teacher retire 
ment.

Woman Sues 
Drug Co. for 
$100,000 


HOT SPRINGS, Ark. (AP)-A 


60-year-ol'd 
Hot 
Springs! woman 


who claims she tok a drug that 
caused her loss of hair and perm- 
anent baldness has filed a $100,OOC 
damage suit against the drug's 
manufacturer. 


The suit, filed in U.S. District 


Court here by Mrs. Berniece Stut- 
tin, is the third filed in the past 
two weeks against the William S. 
Merrell Co., a division of the Vick 
Chemical Co., of Delaware. 


Mrs. Stutin said she used the 


drug Mer-29 (triparanol) for re- 
duction of blood and tissue choles- 
terol. She said the drug was pre- 
scribed by her physician in the 
latter part of 1960 and that she 
used it until the spring of 1962. 


She said1 seven months after she 


began taking the medication, her 
hair began falling out rapidly and 
a bald spot appeared on the crown 
of her head. 


.She was then taken off the drug 


by .ier doctor, Mrs. Stutin said. 


Her suit alleges the Merr'ell firm 


not only advertised the drug but 
recommended its use. She claims 
the drug, because of its alleged 
toxic effects on the human body, 
was taken off the market in 1962. 


She also contends the company 


was negligent in testing the drug 
for clinical consumption and use 
and did not properly- warn the pub- 
lic of its alleged danger before 
withdawing the product.

ter-dark ceremony Tuesday in the 
White House rose garden Presi 
dent Kennedy greeted 37 men who 
helped in the birth of the atomi< 
age 20 years ago. 


Kennedy told the scientists and 


their families that it is the re 
sponsibility of world leaders tha 
nuclear energy is used for benefit 
of all. 


The 37 made up most of the sci- 


entific team that! under the late 
Enrico Fermi triggered the firs 
man-made nuclear chain reaction 
Dec. 2, 1942, at Stagg Field Sta- 
dium at the University of Chicago. 


Glenn T. Seaborg, Atomic Ener- 


gy Commission chairman, showed 
the President a model of the Fer- 
mi reactor which will be! exhibited' 
at the new Smithsonian InstTlu- 
tion building here. Imbedded! in 
the model is a one-inch tube of 
uranium from the original reac- 
tor fuel. 


In the light of the garden' "lamps, 


Kennedy praised the "intimate al- 
liance between government and 
science" forged in 1^42 which he 
said has contributed to the prog- 
ress of mankind.

decline announced by the Labor 
Department today in the living 
cost barometer. 


The Index dropped to 106.0 per 


cent of the 1957-59 average. On 
the former 1947-49 base the index 
was calculated at 130.1.
